S.O. 196(E),—Government of India, by its Noti¬ 
fication No, 95!E(0) IT11 dt, 4-1-1996 published in 
the Gazette of India of 5!h January, 1996 issue, has 
appointed the above Commission of Inquiry in exer¬ 
cise of its powers under Section 3 of the Commission 
of. Inquiry Act, 1952 to -nquire into Railway Acci¬ 
dents which occurred on 1-6-1995 involving the 
COLLISION of Train No, 3151 Sealdah-Jammu Tawi 
Express on the rear portion of BKSC Freight train 
standing on the Loop line of Kalubafhan station in 
Asansol Division of Eastern Railway and DERAIL¬ 
MENT of Train No. 8448 Hirakhand Express in the 
Block Section between Barpali and Duugripali Sta¬ 
tions in Sumbalpur Division of South Eastern Railway 
with the following—- 


TERMS OF REFERENCE 

1. make an inquiry into the causes of above 
said accidents and for that purpose, take 
such evidence as may be necessary; 

2. stae its finding as to causes of the said ac¬ 
cidents and as to the person or persons, if 
any, responsible therefor ; and 

3. suggest safeguards against similar acci¬ 
dents in future. 

The Commission of Inquiry having given due re¬ 
gard to the said TERMS OF REFERENCE proposes 
to hold the inquiry thereon in THREE STAGES by 
affording adequate OPPORTUNITY to all those 
persons who are concerned and interested in parti¬ 
cipating in he inquiry and as follows : 

FIRST STAGE INQUIRY 

Inquiry to be held by the above Commission of 
Inquiry into causes of and the personjs responsible 
for. Railway Accident involving Collision of Train 
No. 3151 Sealdah-Jammu Tawi Express on rear por¬ 
tion of BKSC Freight train standing on Loop line 
of Kalubathan station in Asansol Division, Eastern 
Railway would be a PUBLIC INQUIRY and the 
same would be held at THE RAILWAY CLUB IN 
THE DIVISIONAL RAILWAY MANAGER’S 
OFFICE COMPLEX IN ASANSOL, WEST

15.30 hrs. (3.30 P.M.) on 1-6-1995 or to defend 
themselves against any evidence that may be adduced 
during that inquiry, making any of them responsible 
for that accident.

THIRD STAGE INQUIRY 

The Commission of Inquiry, according to the 
above terms of reference is required to suggest safe¬ 
guards against Passenger Train accidents, that is. to 
suggest remedial measures for preventing passenger 
trains from future collision accidents and Derailment 
accidents. 

The inquiry to be held by the Commission to sug¬ 
gest safeguards against Passenger train accidents 
assumes great public importance and significance 
because of danger to human lives and public property 
they carry. But SAFEGUARDS to be suggested by 
the Commission against such future Accidents al¬ 
though are intended to ensure the safety of Railway 
Passengers, Staff and public property they ought to 
be of the type or nature which, if provided for by 
the Railway Administration would in all probability 
eliminate the main causes for future passenger train 
accidents. 

The Commission’s work, therefore, would consist 
of not merely the identification of causes for serious 
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Passenger Train accidents which have occurred hi¬ 
therto in the Indian Railways but also making rcalis- 
tic suggestions to Railway Administration as safe¬ 
guards or remedial measures for their implementation, 
which if implemented could eliminate rhe main causes 
fur future Passenger train accidents and save pre¬ 
cious human lives and public property by avoidance 
of recurrence of such accidents. 

Hence, the Commission has thought it most ap¬ 
propriate to commence its work, by obtaining from 
all concerned and interested or agitated over the re¬ 
currence of passenger train accidents on Indian Rail¬ 
ways, on what hitherto were the main causes for such 
accidents and the safeguards or remedial measures 
they have in view or reasonably envisage or con¬ 
template for elimination of such causes of accidents. 

This PUBLIC NOTICE, is, therefore, issued to 
enable the Trade Unions Federations of Railways. 
Radway Officers Associations. Railway Recruitment 
Boards, Retired Present Chairman, Railway Board 
and Members of Railway Board, ReliredJPresent 
Railway General Managers. RetiredIPresent Commis¬ 
sioners of Railway Safety, Retired'Present Railwav 
Officers and S’alf. Zonal Railway Users Consultative 
Committee, Divisional Railway Users Consultative 
Committee, Heads of the Railway Departments— 
(Engineeirning, Mechanical, Signalling & Telecom¬ 
munication, Safety and Traffic), Bar Associations, 
Chambers of Commerce and others, having general 
public interest in their view to send to the Commis¬ 
sion, their statements containing information not 
only of the causes of passenger train accidents, such 
as collision accidents and Derailment accident, but
